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Foreigner Engaged in the Sale of Sounterfeit Banknotes 


and Narcotics. 


Reliable informetion has been obtained by the 
undersigned to the effect, that a male foreigner reaiding 
at Lane 140, House 16, Yuenfong Road, ia engaged in selling 
counterfeit oanknotes of Chinese and forcign currencies, 
as well as narcotics in small quantities. 

By observation kept on the above premises and 
through contact estanplisned by an %informer", the following 
particulars have been eiicited:- 

The oerson referred ty above is known by the 
mame of Atrovsky, (which mane, it is believed, is an 
assuned one3, Russian-Polish, age about 30, about 5°74" in 
height, thin features, medium built, who lives in a room 
situated on the lst floor of a Chinese dwelling house at 
Lane 1490, Youse 16, Yuenfong Road. Atrovsky is unemployed 
and makes his living by selling counterfeit banknotes and 
drugs (heroin and cocain) which are aupplied to him by a 
Korean, who oays alnost daily visits to the above address 
on a bicycle. 


It is said, that Atrovsky’s “customers” are 


Russians of the lower class, as well as a number of 


Germen-Jewish refugees, who either ere drug addicts and buy 
cocain e@ce. for their own use or those who deal in counter- 
feit banknotes, out them in circulation and re-sell them 
with a profit. 

It has been 2bserved, thet on two separate 
occasions a baack "Morrie" saloon m/car lic.Wo.1716, . 
occupied by 3 males and 1 female, presumably Russiang, 
has stoprxed outside L.140 Yuenfong Road and while one of | 
the males and the female remained in the car, the other
